The minister of finance delivered his 
budget speech on the 23rd, speaking 
over two hoursoyw the financial condi- 
tion of the Dominion. Mr. Fielding 
began by saying that the favorable 
conditions which existed last year, en- 
abli¢ him ‘to say it had: been the most 
prosperous in the hisiory of Canada, 
continued, and the year which had just 
passed was alse one of wonderful pro- 
egress. The year 1898 was regarded 
as a*year (phenomenal in the success of 
the Pominion, but it had been eclips- 
ed by the year 1899, and this was by 
aX questions the most prosperous the 
country had seen. Evidence of this 
prosperity, he said, might be found in 
public documents, in the returns of 
the banks, in reports of boards oi 
trade and in the reports of great rail- 
way and other industrial corporations.

Assuming 
that about $2,000,000 a year would 
ba added to the debt, he believed that 
in 1913, owing to the great improve- 
ment in the credit of the country, ‘we 
would be able to float our loans at a 
much lower rats than on the old loans. 
When that time arrived he was of op- 
inion that Canada would be paying less; 
money for interest on the public ‘debt 
than it was to-day. 

Touching on the question of immi- 
gration, the speaker said that from 
712 in 1897, the number of immigranis 
from the United States had increased 
to 11,945 in 1899. 

Mr. Fielding gave notice of the fol- 
lowing changes in the tariff: 

1. That it is expedient to amend the 
existing laws respecting customs du- 
ties by inserting the following item in 
the free list: 

2{ Machinery A class not made in 
Canada, when impo*ted exclusively for 
use in factories for the manufacture 
of beet sugar. ° 

3. That it is expedient that the ex- 
isting laws respecting * customs du- 
ties shall ‘be so amended that from and 
after the first day of July, 1900, Zhe 
reduction of duties under the “British 
Preferential Tariff” set forth in sec- 
tion 7 of chapter 237 of the acts of 
1898 shall be one-third instead of onet 
fourth as herein provided, and that 
the duties to be levied, collected and 
paid on articles entitled to the bene- 
fits of such preferential tariff shall be 
two-thirds of the duty imposed on like 
article; under the provisions of sched- 
ule A, to the customs tariff 1897 as 
amended. 


At the close of the finance minister’s 
address, Mr. Foster, contrary to expec- 


tation, moved an adjournment until 
Tuesday, the 27th. 

On the 22nd, Mr. Mullock, moved 
his fair wages resolution, read- 
ing as follows: “That it be re- 


solved, that ail government contracts 
should contain such conditions as will 
prevent abuses which may arise from 
the sub-letting of such coutracts, and 
that every effort should be made to 
secure the payment of such wages as 
are generally accepted as current in 
each trade for competent workmen in 
the disirict where the work is car- 
ried out; an*l that this house cordially 
concurs in such policy, and deems it 
the duty of the government to take 
immediate steps to give effect thereto. 
It is hereby declared that the work 
to which the foregoing policy shall ap- 
ply includes not only work undertaken 
by the government itself, but also all 
works aided by grant of Dominion pub- 
lic funds.” 

Mr. Mulock said that in this matter 
Canada had the benefit of the experi- 
ence of the mother sand. In 1891 the 
Imperial parliament passed an act sim- 
ilar to this, and in 1897, a committee 
appointed to enquire into the working 
of the act, reported that while com- 
plaints in some quarters were made 
against ithe measure, the law was 
working in the right direction. The 
purpose of the present act was to pro- 
vide that workmen should get a fair 
day’s wage for a fair day’s work. 


| Clarke Wallace followed the minister 


characterizing the act as “buncombe.” 
Dr. Macdonald, of Huron, thought that 


all members interested in the welfare 


ot the working man should vote for 
the measure. Mr, Casgrain thought 
ths measure merely academic.

| Fraser considered that the resolution

It was his op- 
inion that on all publie works the goy- 
ernment should be an employer of lab¢ 
or; that it should do its own work and 
at a fair living rate of wages: He 
wanted fo see che civil service well: 
paid. The house was discussing an 
amendment, proposed by Mr. Camp- 
bell, of Kent, “that it is not expedient 
to mix with the fFroposal the salaries 
of those engaged in the public service,” 
at adjournment.

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PAY OF THE MOUNTED RIFLES, 
In the H of Commens on March 
9th in dealing with the bill to supple- 
ment the Imperial pay of Canadian 
volunteers servirg in Sovih Africa, 
considerable discussion took place. The 
following is from Hansard: 


Mr, Oliver. 1 would like to ask the 
minister if dhe rate of pay set down in 
the schedule placed before the House, 
75 wents a day for mounted men,is the 


rate that is being paid the whole! body 
ef Mounted Police ? 

The Minister of Militia and Defence. 
That is the Northwest Mounted Police 
rate. 


S26 228 es 


Mr. Oliver. I do not wish any mis- 
understanding about this pay of 75 
cents per day for the mounted men., I 
hold there the militia order for the for- 
mation of the Strathcona contingent, 
dated ist February. It gives the pay 
of a private, according to length of 
service, 59 cents to 75 cents. In the 
stetement before us, distributed by 
the minister the only amount mention 
ed is 75 cents, 

The Minister of Miltia and Devence. 
My notion of what should be done, and 
is being dons, is this. The Northwest 
Mounted Police rates of pay are’ the 
rates adopted because they are the 
highest. A Northwest Mounted 
Policeman, when enrciled, gets 50 
evnts per day, and for every year of 
service he gets five cenis additional. 
So that at the end of jive years, he gets 
75 cents. A good many men, who have 
served five years, were enrolled, and 
these men will receive the whole 75 
cents, but 1t was not intended that a 
man ‘who fhad not served the five years 
sheuld receive 75 cents. 

Mr. Oliver. I certainly understood, 
when this statement was put in my 
\ands, that the Canadian Mounted 
stifles were to get 75 cents per day. 
But if some of them are only to get 50 
per day, I wish to enter my protest. 
A civilian who has jeft his ordinary 
aQ>cupation by reason of his loyalty, 
sacrifices a great deal more than does 
@ Mounted policeman, and should zet 
at least as much pay. The distinction 
is most invidious and uncailed for. A 
man who comes in as an expert mouni- 
ed man from the western country, is 
certainly worth more pay than a mere- 
ly barracks drilled man by reason of 
the knowledge he has acquired, and 
which ‘cannot bz had for money in any 
other part of the country or under 
any other circumstances. You enlist 
these men as mounted rifles in the 
west because they are as good as the 
mounted policemen. They. are good 
rifle shots, good riders and able to find 
their way about the country. It is 
a most invidious and improper distinc- 
tion, to pay the one man who has made 
the greater sacrifice and is possibly 
the better man, only 50 cents per day, 
and pay the other 75 certs. I wish tto 
enter my solemn protest against this 
distinction. 

Mr. Davin. Do I understand that 
in the case of the second contingent, 
the cowboy will only get 50 cents, 
whereas the man from the Mounted 
Police will get 75 cents? 

The Minister of Militia and Defence. 
Not unless he has had five years’ ser- 
vice. 

Mr. Davin. Then, scme mounted 
policemen wili get 75 cents, and others 
who have not completed their five 
years will get less, but in nocase will 
axivilian get more than dU cents? 

The Minister of Militia and Defence. 
Yes. 

Mr. McNeill. I do think that in this 
matter of the pay of our troops {n 
South Africa the government ought 
to be not only just but generous.- I 
do not think that the government are 
really just with regard to the second 
contingent, and in saying this I do not 
wish tc imply in’any way that it is 
done deliberately. From whit I have 
been able to gather in the course of the 
discussion, I take it that these men 
who have gone out from the ranch are 
at least as valuable as the men whd 
have served in the Mounted Police 
even for five years; and if that be the 
case, I do think we' ought to avoid any- 
thing like a cheeseparing policy in 
reference to the payment of the men 
who are taking their lives in their 
hands to uphoid the honor of Canada 
and the integrity of the empire. I 
think the government ought to pay 
these men as much at least as {the 
best Paid men in the Mounted Police. 
I do not sae upon what grounds any 
distinction should be made between 
them. 

The Prime Minister. I do not think 
thait a man off the ranch is as ‘good 
as a mounted policeman, certainly not 
better; in my estimation, not so good, 
althougi I do not say this in any dis- 
paragement at all of the man from the 
ranch. The member for Assiniboia 
(Mr. Davin) stated that the man from 
the ranch had the advantage of hav- 
ing an educated eye, that he could bee 
an object for a longer distance than 
the Mounted Policeman. I do not be- 
lieve him. The man who has been in 
the Mouated Police for years, who has 
been accustomed to roam the prairie, 
must have his eye just as well trained 
as the ranchman. ; Moreover, jthe 
Mounted Police have a great advant- 
age in having been subjected to dis- 
cipline for years. He has the advant- 
age of understanding military rules, 
he isa trained soldier already. He has 
beeu drilled and can go into battle im- 
mediately, he requires no further drill. 
These are advantages not to be despis- 
ed, and in this respect I think the 
mounted policeman has all the quali- 
ties of a good soldier. He is a gooti 
rider, accustomed to the saddle, he has 
heen accustomed to digcipline; he has 
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been accustomed to restraint; for years 
he has been patrolling the prairie, and 
has obtained an education which 

makes him a most valuable man, mure 
valuable, in my opinion, than the 

ranchman. [ do not say that in any 
disparagement at all of any other man; 
but if we are to make any distinction 


althongh I do not like to make any, I 
think the advantage ought to be in 
favor of the mounted policeman. 


Mr. Oliver. I arm sorry to have to 
dissent front the position taken by the 
premier that the mounted policeman 
is necessarily superior for the purpose 
of a campaign in South Africa, to the 
nanchman. Speaking as an expert, 
and as one representing the largest 
portion of the mounted rifies who are 
going to South’ Africa, [ am compelled 
to say, that the ranchman is certainly 
the more expert scout of the two. 
Where the policeman has the advant- 
age in drill and discipline, the other 
man has the advantage in being pos- 
sibly the more expert rider, and «he 


| better man to find his way around 


the prairie. The advantages of the one 
are counterbalanced by the advant- 
ages of tthe other. Both combined 
make an excellent force; and it is-an 
invidious and improper distinction to 
give the one man less pay’ than the 
other, particularly when you remem- 
ber thatt of those who now enlist pas 
civilians on the force, a large num- 
ber are ex-policemen, who have served 
their time in the force, and who have 
all the Grill and discipline, but who, 
I suppose, would naturally b2 requir- 
ed to enlist at the lower te of pay. 

Mr. Borden (Halifax). I would like 
to say a word resp2cting the pay of 
these men, particularly the men from 
the west. It has been said that ithe 
men who have been enlisted from the 
west are very valuable scouts, are 
quite as good as the mounted police. 
I do not wish ‘to say anything that 
would reflect for one moment upon the 
value of thie men who have been re- 
cruited in ‘the west. I think they area 
very capable lot of men, bul if ‘what 
has fallen from the hon. minister of 
finance is intended as a suggestion 
that men from the west, who have not 
five years service in the mounited 
police are to be paidf at a bigher rate 
than men from ‘the maritime prov- 
inces, I propose, with all the vigor ff 
can, to ‘protest against that. I ven- 
ture ito think that men who have gone 
from my own province, are, at least, 
as capable as any men who have gone 
from any province of Canada, not ex- 
cepting the Northwest Territories, 

Mr. Oliver. It seems to me rather 
unfortunate that the idea should be 
brought up of differences, or prefer- 
ences as between men from one local- 
ity and another. I notice by the print- 
ed statements befere the House that 
mounted men and artillery men are 
enlisted at 75 cents a day for privates, 
while infantry men are enlisted at 50 
cents per day for privates. It is not 
a question between western men and 
eastern men, but it is a question be- 
tween the different arms of the ser- 
vice. 1 suppose that the printedjform 
thait is put into the hands of members 
of. the Houses is put there with due 
regard to the circumstances and con- 
ditions, and as indicating the inten- 
tion of the government in the matter. 
There are mounted rifles from the 
east as well as from the west; ‘there 
are artillery men from the east and 
not from the west at all. Their pay 
is 75 cents. The mounted man from 
the west, is, above all things, an @x- 
pert, and with all due deference ito 
every other branch of the service,iga 
man who is reeognized to be most valu- 
able to the British army in South jAf- 
rica at the present time, to such An 
extent that this class of man is receiv- 
ing, in South Africa, $2.50 ‘per day for 
special services and for special quali- 
fications, As I have said before, the 
same class of man, not the mounted 
policeman, but the scout, received, $2.50 
a day during the Northwest rebeilion, 
serving. alongside, and in the same 
force as the mounted policeman who 
only freceived 75 cents a day; and was 
considered to be worth the money, or 
he would not have received it.

IN PARLIAMENT. . 

The Brandon Southwestern bill was 
discussed in the committee of the 
whole on the 21st. Dr. Boche asked 
that the bill stand for two weeks to 
give the Mabiioba legislature an op- 
portunity of declaring its policy.) 
Sproule, Wallace, McLean, and Rich- 
ardson supported Roche. Mr. Suther- 
land, acting minister of the interior, 
opposed delaying the bill,-saying that 
it might pass the committee and, if 
necessary, ‘be delayed on the third 
reading. The chairman asked whet- 
her the bill should be held or not, and 
was answered by cries of “No.” Rich- 
ardson then moved the ‘series of 
amendments of which he had given 
notice two days before. The first was 
to the effect that the company, should 
5g amalgamate with the C. P, R., N. 

. R., or any other company without 
a obtaining the consent of thé 
Minitoba legislature. The amend- 
ment was lost. A motion by MeLean 
that the bending powers of the road 
be reduced to 7,599 a mile was also 
lost. The same fate befe} Richardson's 
amendment that they be reduced to 
$12,500 a mile, the figures suggest- 
ed by the minister of railways. Rich- 
ardson’s next amednment was that the 
books and accounts of the company, 
during the construction of the road, 
ba ‘kept open to inspection by the gov- 
ernment, in order that,ifin any future 
time it be determined by either the 
Dominion or the province to purchase 
the road, the purchase might be made 
with full knowledge qf the costa This 

mendment would probably jave gone 

the way of its predecessors, had not 
Clarke Wallace taken the floor in its 
favor and talked until the time limit 
was reached. Richardson announced 
durinng the debate that he would 
again move his amendments on the 
third reading of the bill.

WAR NOTES. 
A Boer despatch. pete” 

A despatch from Kroonstad, Orange 
Freee Staite, via Pretoria, dated March 
18, says: The Pretoria Federal com- 
mandos are here. They are in grand 
spirits. They are ready for the enemy, 
end are even defiantly awaiting the 
British advance. Presidents Kruger 


and Steyn addressed a vast camp meet- 
ing to-day. The Transvaal president 
made an impassioned appeal to the 
burghers to maintain itheir gallant 
fight for freedom. He toid them it 
was certain the ultimate result of the 
war would be that the Boer republics 
would retain their independence, de- 
spite the temporary British occupa- 
tion of Bloemfontein. President Steyn 
followed President Kruger in a strong 
speech. He told the burghers the Free 
State was far from conquered, be- 
cause its capital had been occupied by 
British. He informed the burghers 
that England had definitely refused 
to allow, the: republics to remain inde- 
pendent states. Therefore, all the re- 
publics had to do now was to fight to 
the last. President Steyn said in the 
six months the war had been going 
on the Boers had lost less than 1,000 
men in killed, and that the fighting 
was really commencing now. As pres- 
ident, he warned the Free State burgh- 
ers not to believe Roberts’ proclama- 
tion and accept his invitation to lay 
down their arms. He assured them 
the British had failed on every occa- 
sion to keep the solemn treaties they 
had made. Milner, Steyn declared, 
had publicly proclaimed that the Afri- 
kanders would be exterminated, know- 
ing that the republics would fight to 
the end. He closed by urging the 
burghers to place their trust in God. 
President Steyn’s appeal, the despatch 
adds, roused the burghers to a pitch 
of wild enthusiasm. 

Switzerland reply. 

The federal council of Switzerland 
has answered the Boer appeal for 
mediation as foiiows: “The Swiss gen- 
enal council would have been pleased 
to co-operate in friendly mediation in 
order to end further bloodshed, but as 
the residents of both South African 
republics have directly approached the 
Britisn government in order to con- 
clude :p2ace on a basjs indicated, and 
the British government has shown it- 
self against the proposal, and as, fur- 
ther more, the British government has 
declared to the cabinet at Washington 
that it did not propose to accept the in- 
tervention of any power, the Swiss 
Federal Council, to its regret, must 
also r€hounce the idea of taking any 
steps on the lines of the request made 
by the presidents of the South African 
Republics, There remains for the Fed- 
eral Council, in the circumstances, no- 
thing but to express its sincere wish 
that the belligerents will have suc- 
ceeded, at: no distant date, in finding 
a basis fur an understanding honor- 
able to both) parties.”

The London Standard’s correspond- 
dent at Bleomiontein, cabling under 
date of Tuesday, reports that 4,000 
Transvaal Boers from Colesberg trek- 
ked northward from Dewetsdorp on 
Saturday and Sunday, apparently hop- 
ing to escape by hugging the Basuto- 
land border. He adds that they will 
probably be caught at one of the 
passes. feat ‘ 
Rouxville occupied. 

A despatch to the Times from Roux- 
ville, dated Tuesday, says that that 
town awas occupied without opposition. 
Large quantities of rifles, ammunition, 
and stores were found. The landdrost 
consented to act as magistrate under 
the British flag. A British trooper 
who was captured at Aliwal North on 
March 11, and taken to Smithfield, has 
arrived at Rouxville. He reports that 
a British force froni Springfonteinjhas 
occupied Smithfield.

CAPE NOME. 

The postmaster at Nome, Alaska, 
describes the gold deposits and the 
work of mining there as fellows in @ 
recent letter: ey 


“Imagine a strip of sandy beach 
which will pan from $25 to $500 a 
ny. sThe water from the ocean is 
used to wash out the auriferous par- 
ticles and there is a chance for every 
one. Of course, ther is a strip along 
the beach about 100 feet wide that 
belongs to ithe government for a ssoad-~ 
way. But ‘this can be leased from the 
interior department and is _ being 
worked by those who are in need Of 
ready money for the necessities of life. 
About eight months ago a crowd of 
2,000 miners came in dead broke. They 
had lost everything they had in the 
Copper river country, and to them the 
free gold on the beach was a God-send. 
I have never , seen anyove who 
wanted to work clear up less than $25 
a day. There are times when rich 
pockets world be struck and the labor 
of a few hours would pay $500 
The best time to work is in thejwin- 
ter when the ground is frozen, but 
even then the climate is not sosevere 
as in the Klondike and the minerscan 
work to better advantage. Up in 
the hills, mines have been dis- 


covered and have been worked for sev- 
eral seasons. One of them employs 
eight men, and has turned out over 
$250,000 net.”

From a gateway on the corral two 
“wings” are run, that is, two fences 
slanting out for a couple of hundred 
yards. This corral is generally locat- 
edj in a rough, bushy part, of thef coun- 
try where its existence is not discov- 
ered by the horses until they are onto 
and init. After the horse trap iscom- 
plets the riders start out through the 
surrounding country rounding up the 
quarry, and when a bunch i: discov- 
ered the animals are headed down the 
run way and into ths funnel shaped 
corral, Here, after being trapped, 
they are roped and after being halter- 
brokéh are tethered out.

—Messrs. Dolmage and _Inskip, of 
Lacombe, appeared before Justices 
Griffin Fletcher and Peter Talbot on 
Friday, 23rd, charged with supplying 
liquor to a minor, on two occa- 
sions, Jan. 8th and Feb. 5th. The 
charges were thoroughly gone into by 
the presiding J. P’s. The chargo 
under date of Feb. 5th was dismissed 
and that of Jan. 8th was adjourned 
to the 3rd inst, for the purpose of de- 
fendants obtaining counsel and wit- 
nesses.
